Died as They Wished 
‘--In an Airplane’ 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 16,.—(/)— 
Will Rogers died the way he said he 
wanted to die—‘in an airplane.” 

The Evening Sun quotes Baltimore- 
ans as recalling today that the humor- 
ist in the midst of his radio: broad- 
cast early this year turned from fun 
to gravity to eulogize his friends in 
the army flying serviee. One of them 
had just lost his life. 

Rogers spoke of the fascination of 
flying and the high quality of cour- 
age it requires. 

“Flying is dangerous,” listeners 
quoted him, “but man will overcome 
its dangers . . . When my time 
comes to die, I want it to be in an 
airplane.” 


FLEW 150,000 MILES

Health Talk

I am a minister, writes G. C. ..-- 
, at present living with my par- 
ents and serving two small churches. 
My elderly father makes but little at 
odd jobs. My salary is very small. We 
raise a garden and hogs and yet it is 
a hard matter to secure, through the 
winter, a proper diet. Something ought 
to be done about it . . . families on 
relief, as well as those who are try- 
ing to stay off of relief, for they suf- 
fer froma deficiency of vitamins, iron, 
protein. Their diet is chiefly starches. 
I know of many cases here (farming 
country in the midwest), where ill- 
ness and disease has claimed health 
and life due to such nutritional de- 
ficiencies. I know positively..that fam- 
ilies on relief have had to grovel and 
cower and plead to get barely enough 
to eat and wear. One little girl had 
rickets, I believe, due to wrong diet. 
The mother was refused fresh fruits 
for her, and not until the doctor who 
ordered ‘the diet raised particular 
h—l did she get it . . Would it 
be possible for you to work out a 
diet containing sufficient iron, pro- 
teins and vitamins and publish it i 
your column? (G. C. . 
Fresh fruits have little or nothing 
to do with rickets. Insufficient. fresh 
fruit or fresh green vegetables in the 
diet would be a factor of scurvey. 
Rickets is due rather to insufficient 
fresh eggs, butter, milk and cream, 
which are the best natural sources 
of vitamin D. This is the vitamin 
which is necessary to prevent rickets 
and weakness in muscle and bone; 
not only that, but vitamin D pro- 
motes development of sound teeth. 
Vitamin C, of which fresh fruit oF 
their juices and fresh green vegetables 
are the best natural sources, is neces- 
sary not only. to prevent scurvy but 
also to preserve the teeth against de- 
cay and the gums against chronic in- 
flammation, sponginess, bleeding, 
tenderness, pyorrhea, Rigg’s disease, 
gingivitis.

One of my erstwhile favorites in 
zoology has been sadly meglected dur- 
ing the past few weeks. Frogs have 
not been given the attention they de- 
serve. Possibly their interesting 
habits have been crowded out of the 
picture by work on mammals, which 
have taken most of my time lately. 
This situation must be remedied, so 
we will run into Palatka this after- 
noon and get up some formalin and 
collect a few jars and crocks preparay 
tory to going after the frogs for a 
while. 

Not even a familiar call has been 
heard, which should have stimulated 
work in that direction long before 
now. I did hear some common bull- 
frogs the other night, but most of the 
frogs now making their presence 
known are the hylas. Really, they 
are so abundant as to be a nuisance. 
I never thought the time would come 
when a chorus of frogs would keep 
me awake, but the first night I was 
in Welaka the tree frogs got up a 
reception committee of several dozen, 
parked them on my window screens, 
and had them shout greetings to me 
all night long., I heard them, I raked 
them off the windows, and went back 
to bed, only to find that they were 
yelping again before I could turn my 
pillow over. 

Before midnight I got used to the 
chorus and managed to get to sleep 
and since that time I have not been 
troubled. That experience took me 
back to early days in Florida, when 
my local train was put on a siding 
and the frogs in the adjoining swamp 
completely murdered sleep for every 
passenger in the sleeper. That was 
long before frogs per se appealed to 
my imagination anyway. 

For the biologist, this is the richest 
country I have yet seen. Here we 
are approaching the. tropics, where 
animal life runs riot and assumes 
every conceivable form and color. 
Florida is splendid seasoning country 
for work in the tropics. Another 
year of summer in hammocks and 
swamps and I'll be ready for all that 
Guiana ean offer. Where you shoot 
15 cottonmouth moccasins in a morn- 
ing’s work you begin to look with dis- 
dain on the dangers of pitvipers. 
shall have no fear of bushmasters or 
fer-de-lance after working in these 
moccasin-infested swamps of Florida. 

Then, too, you learn how to trap 
mammals without having the big red 
ants eat them before you are able to 
go back over the trap line. I left 
one trap at the end of my line while 
I went down to a lake shore to look 
for indigo snakes one afternoon. Il 
returned 15 minutes later and a 
mouse had been caught but the skull 
was almost completely cleaned by the 
ants. That is what we are up 
against in the Florida woods and it 
must be worse in the tropics. I have 
several well-cleaned skeletons 
from the traps. The ants have saved 
me a lot of work in some respects. 

Malaria has got me already, and 1 
doubt not that I have acquired other 
infestations that will show up later. 
My legs are spotted with stings and 
bites and I am waiting with consid- 
erable curiosity as to what will show 
up later. Deer-flies and horse-flies, 
and just plain flies have the most 
powerful mouth parts and_ inflict 
painful wounds, which almost invaria- 
bly try to become infected.

Edward Eyerett Horton holds his 
own ably agains all newcomers and 
he has had some pretty keen. competi- 
tion of late. As for Ginger Rogers, 
there never was a girl who has ‘learn- 
ed so much in a few years. She is a 
fit dancing partner for Astaire and, 
since that lad is up in the air most 
of his dancing time, that is no mean 
compliment.

_ PLACED AT $350,000 


Processing Fees Paid by 
Georgia Mills Held in 
Macon Bank. 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 16.—(#)—Proce- 
essing tax deposits made by Georgia 
mills which are contesting the consti-

WASHINGTON, Ang. 16.—P>)—

sion for employment of union labor 
exclusively, whether on relief rolls or 
not, on all work relief projects car- 
ried on under: contract.

Leaders Pay Eloquent Tributes

President Roosevelt expressed the 
shock of the nation upon learning of 
the death of Will Rogers and Wiley 
Post, who, he said, were “outstanding 
Americans and will be greatly missed.” 

Mr. Roosevelt was informed of the 
death of the two distinguished men 
shortly after his arrival at Hyde Park, 
N. Y., from the White House for a 


brief visit home. 

He made the statement: 

“I was shocked to hear of the trag- 
edy which has taken Will Rogers and 
Wiley Post from us. Will was an 
old friend of mine, a humorist and 
philosopher beloved by all. I had 
the pleasure of greeting Mr. Post 
on his return from his round-the-world 
flight. He leaves behind a splendid 
contribution to the science of avia- 
tion. Both were outstanding Ameri- 
cans and will be greatly missed.” 


Hoover Issues Statement. 


In Chicago, former President Her- 
bert Hoover, in a statement issued 
after he had been informed of the 
tragedy by the Associated Press, said: 

“The news of the death in an air- 
plane crash of Will Rogers and Wiley 
Post has come as a terrible shock 
to me. 

“I have long known -both of these 
ine Americans, and have long been 
appreciative of their accomplishments. 
In origin and accomplishment they 
were typically American, with their 
careers appealing to everyone appre- 
ciative of the pioneer spirit. 

“They were great souls, and I fee] 
a sense of deep personal loss in their 
passing.” 

Garner Saddened. 

Expressions of grief came from high 
and low in the capital. 

Almost the first to learn was Vice 
President Garner, a special friend of 
the philosopher-humorist, who said 
“just two mighty good men have been 
lost to the world. I just can’t talk 
about it.’’ 

The senate turned aside from legis- 
lative business when it convened for 
an unusual and eloquent tribute to the 
fallen two.

“The news of their accident shocked 
and stunned all of us in the Bureau 
of Air Commerce.

In the piping days of normalcy 
when Warren G. Harding and Ohio 
ruled from Washington, Rogers per- 
fected and presented a skit on a cab- 
inet meeting, making the humorous 
play depend upon Mr. Harding's zest 
for golf. Rogers depicted the Presi- 
dent presiding at the cabinet table 
with stories of a hole-in-one and oth- 
er feats of golfing legerdemain, When 
Rogefs’ show came to town, Mr.

But his experience did not keep him 
in the good graces of the next admin- 
istration. By the time Mr, Coolidge 
was well on in his first elected term 
of office, Rogers was a radio speak- 
er. Born mimic that he was, Rogers 
was tempted by Mr. Coolidge’s pecu- 
liar nasal tones and he imitated the 
President on the radio. I¢ was too 
perfect, Mr. Coolidge thought.

Congressmen Forgive. 

Congressional politicians recognized 
Rogers as a force in moulding pop- 
ular opinion, but apparently did not 
hold a grudge after he had opposed 
them in one of his nation-wide radio 
talks or in newspaper articles. The 
comedian jumped into the fight 
against the World Court just as the 
Roosevelt administration hopes for the 
court were torpedoed by a speech by 
Father Charles BE, Coughlin, the De- 
troit priest. 

Two days later Senate Democratic 
Leader Joseph T. Robinson entertain- 
ed a dozen luncheon guests. Rogers 
was invited. This correspondent face- 
tiously suggested he had better not 
go near the White House because 
President Roosevelt might be angry. 

Rogers’ face assumed an expression 
almost pitiful in its reflection of gur- 
prise, regret, sorrow and unhappiness. 
But he bore up under his burden of 
bad conscience and the next moment 
was doing a perfect imitation of the 
slow-spoken negro, Step'n Fetchit.

Rogers and Post had landed on the 
river when the arctic fog had made 
them uncertain of their bearings on a 
500-mile flight from Fairbanks to 
Point Barrow. 

The Eskimo pointed out the way. 
A few seconds after the takeoff the 
plane’s engine spluttered. The ship 
dropped into the river, striking first 
on its right wing and then nosing 


-|into the bank head-on. 


“The Eskimo said he ran to the 
water's edge and called, but there 
was no answer,” said Dr. Greist. 

“Alarmed, he turned and ran the 
15 miles to Barrow and informed 
Sergeant Morgan.” 

“The Eskimo was three hours run- 
ning the 15 miles to Barrow over the 
rough tundra, with many small lakes 
to encircle and many streams to cross. 

Set Out in Whale Boat. 

“Sergeant Morgan immediately set 
out in a whale boat for the scene, but 
darkness and ice made progress slow. 

“By the time he and a companion 
had arrived, natives had taken the 
body of Rogers out of the wreckage 
and salvaged the personal effects they 
could find. 

“Under Morgan’s direction, ropes 
then had to be secured to the wreck- 
age to pull it apart to free the body 
of Post, which was jammed under 
the wreckage. 

“Both wings had been broken loose 
from the fuselage and the motor 
driven back into the cabin by the 
crash, 

“The bodies of the two men and 
their effects were placed in a skin 
boat and towed back here.” 

Forced Down Twice. 

Post and Rogers left Fairbanks 
yesterday morving for the flight to 
Point Barrow, which was to be their 
last. 

Fifty miles out of Fairbanks, the 
treacherous northern fog bore down 
on them and Post “sat down” on 
Harding lake for a few hours. 

Resuming the northward journey, 
they encounteréd still more fog It 
was there that Post, uncertain of his 
bearings, landed on the surface of 
the river. 

Mrs. Post Prostrated. 

But for a surprising, last-minute 
decision, Post’g attractive wife might 
also have been in the death plane.

POST AND ROGERS DIVE CAPITALS OVERSEAS 


~SHOGKED BY DEATHS 


Nations Mourn Passing of 
Pair; Press Give Promi- 


nence to News.

News of the crash that took the 
lives of Will Rogers and Wiley Post 
was blazoned yesterday on many front 
pages throughout the world.

MOSCOW—News of the accident, 
arriving early in the evening, came as 
a “profound shock” to official Rus- 
sian quarters. An official spokesman 
said the country had been looking for- 
ward to the arrival of Rogers and 
Post “with the greatest interest.” 

DUBLIN—lIreland recalled Will 
Rogers gave a concert in 1926 to 
raise funds for the relatives of 5U 
persons who perished in a Limerick 
county theater fire. 

OSLO—Newspapers revered Rogers’ 
memory by publishing the words he 
wrote in the golden book at Copen- 
hagen’s hall last summer after an air- 
plane visit to Norway’s high moun- 
tains: “Denmark is beautiful but 1 
can't forgive the Danes who stole 
Greenland from my Norwegian 
friends.”

The comedian amassed a great for- 
tune in the several fields of enter- 
tainment in which he had shown, gave 
a great deal of money away to chari- 
table causes of every description and 
still was generally regarded as a mil- 
lionaire. He was perhaps the largest 
landowner in the motion picture col- 
ony. 


Although a prolifie producer of wit 
for the screen, he was active too, 
between pictures, giving what he 
called. “lectures” all over the coun- 
try, writing for the newspapers and 
ueting as toastmaster at functions de- 
voted to a wide range of causes, 


He lived on a rambling ranch near 
the Pacific ocean, between Beverly 
Hills and Santa Monica. When he 
appeared at a Hollywood celebration 
it was an event. No affair could coax 
him into formal evening dress. He 
made “the old blue serge” double as 
a dinner jacket. 


Experts said the secret of Rogers’ 
success was that he lived close to 
the people, on and off the screen. He 
fitted in any gathering. 

No one was too big for Rogers to 
“kid,” but there never was a lasting 
sting in his “wisecracks.” 

News of the actor's passing left 
every quarter of his adopted home 
dazed. 

From an unidentified extra, who 
telephoned to pay his tribute, to the 
most important figures in the life of 
the state, came the same expression, 
“There was only one Will Rogers.”

Do not dive into water unless you 
know that it is not too shallow. Many 
a person has broken his neck, or 
suffered other injury, because he 
struck the bottom. 


If diving is done from a low pier or 
platform, a depth of four or five feet 
may be enough. Dives from spring- 
boards and from “high dive” stands 
may require from 6 to 10 feet of 
water, and should be made only by . 
those who are well versed in the art ~ 
of diving as well as swimming.

They named 
the others involved and Aileen Sisk 
and Bishop were arrested, but Houst, 
Noonan and Gosden are fugitives.

Realizing that few, if any, meas- 
ures can pass after adoption of the 
conference report on taxes, senate- 
house committees struggling to settle 
differences between the two branches 
on five major bills speeded up their 
deliberations during the day. Confer- 
ence chairmen predicted early agree- 
ments on amendments to the Tennes- 
see Valley act. Other conferences be- 
tween senate and house committees 
were held on the $370,000,000 river 
and harbor improvement authoriza- 
tion, and the utilities and liquor eon- 
trol bills. 

Senator Robinson, the democratic 
floor leader, served. notice in the sen- 
ate that no bills of a major contro- 
versial nature had much chance of 
passage now. 

Rail Pensions To Be Studied. 

He promised consideration before 
adjournment, however, to rail pension 
and Frazier-Lemke farm bankruptcy 
legislation, adding that he thought’! 
these would not entail much debate 
or opposition. Both would supplant 
laws declared unconstitutional by the 
supreme court. 

With an eye toward the house, 
where members were held overtime in 
a drive for action of the Guffey coal 
stabilization bill, Robinson asserted 
that, if approved, it would be consider- 
ed by the senate also. He declined to 
predict whether it would be passed. 

A White House adviser carried word 
to the democratic leadership at both 
ends of the capitol the President want- 
ed the measure passed promptly. 

In a rare break with the adminis- 
tration, Representative Fuller, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, predicted the Dill

This viewpoint 
may be reprehensible but it must be 
recognized as fact. It cannot ever be 
stamped out. 

“Even in dealing with difficult cus- 
tomers, one must show the necessary 
patience . .. furthermore, it will not 
do for certain goods, like fashion nov- 
elties, silks, etc., to be obtainable in 
first-class quality almost exclusively 
in non-Aryan shops. 

“In the United States there is one 
principle which as an exception really 
deserves emulation, namely : ‘The cus- 
tomer is always right.’ Fortunately 
we .haven’t such capricious custom- 
ers as one finds in America.”

Banking Agreement, 


The senate and house conference 
groups unanimously signed the bank 
bill report accepting the senate’s pro- 
posal for centralizing control of the 
nation’s credit in a 12-man open mar- 
ket committee. It would be made up 
of the reorganized Federal Reserve 
Board of seven members and five rep- 
resentatives of the regional reserve 
banks, 

The house bill would have centered 
exclusive control of credit in the re- 
serve board, with the bankers having 
only an advisory say. 

The credit control committee of 12, 
known as the open market committee, 
would seek to regulate severe defla- 
tions and inflations by requiring the 
12 reserve banks to buy and sell gov- 
ernment bonds in the open market. 
Purchases direct from the treasury 
would be barred 

Instead of four banker representa- 
tives chosen from regions and one at 
large, the agreement would divide the 
representation into five regions. One 
banker member of the open market 
committee would represent each of the 
following groups of reserve banks: 

1.— Boston and New York. 

2.—Philadelphia and Cleveland. 
3.—Richmond, Atlanta and Dallas. 
4.—Chicago and St. Louis. 
5.—Kansas City, Minneapolis and 

San Francisco. 

The senate provision permitting 
commercial banks to return to the 
business of underwriting securities 
under strict limitations was elimi- 
nated. 

Set-Up of Board. 

All members of the board would 
have the title of “governor,” and 
serve for 14-year terms at salaries of 
$15,000. The President would select 
a chairman and vice chairman from 
the seven to serve for four-year terms. 

Heads of the 12 reserve banks would 
have the title of “president.” 

The senate’s reserve requirements 
and rediscount rate clauses were ac- 
cepted, 

The house won an alteration in the 


‘senate bill regarding eligibility of pa- 


‘per. Under the change, reserve banks 
could make loans on paper for not 
more than four months, with a penal- 
ty interest rate one-half of one per 
cent higher than the discount rate. 

The provision governing interlock- 
ing directorates also was compromised. 
The senate’s clause permitting a direc- 
tor of a member bank to serve in a 
similar capacity in ‘one other’ bank 
was accepted.

The juvenile detention home had 
cost the city $500 or more within a 
month yesterday when the fire de- 
partment answered the fifth alarm 
sounded from the Fulton county ‘“‘men- 
ace.”

LEWIS E. SMITH, 75, — 
EVANGELIST, DIES 


Native of Maine Had Con- 
ducted 329 Evangelistic 
Campaigns. 
MELROSE, Mass., Aug. 16.—(7) 
Lewis E. Smith, who had_ conducted 
329 evangelistic campaigns in 35 
years in New England, died here lagt 
night after a long illness. He was 75. 
Born in Portland, Maine, he began 
his career as a gospel soloist. In 1900 


he joined the Evangelistic Association 
of New England, reorganizing its hos- 
pital visitation department. Later he 
was sent into the field as a lay min- 
ister, which he remained. throughout 
his life. 

At his: meetings, of which he had 
conducted more than 5,000 at his 
death, he preached the sermons and 
sang the hymns, accompanying him- 
self on the autoharp. He organized 
the first Gipsy Smith choir in Bos- 
ton 30 years ago and since 1921 he 
was acting general secretary of the 
Evangelistic Association. He was a 
director of the Union Rescue Mission. 

Surviving are his son, Lewis E. 
Smith, Jr., of Melrose; a daughter, 
Mrs. John A. Knudson, of Winthrop, 
and a grandson, Eliot Smith.

NAVAL POWERS ASKED. 


Britain Calls Parley; Diplo- 
matic Circles Are Dubious 
Over Prospect: 


LONDON, Aug. 16,—(4)—Great 
Britain called a preliminary naval 
conference today for October but 
diplomatic circles were dubious over 
the prospect. 

These circles felt the trend of the 
Italo-Ethiopian dispute and the gen- 
eral naval situation make it uncer 
tain that the five powers could get 
together. If they do, they will seek 
a limitation treaty replacing those ex- 
piring at the end of 1936. 

Those invited are the proposed sig- 

natories of a new Washington naval 
treaty—the United States, Japan, 
France and Italy. Under the Wash- 
ington treaty a formal conference is 
to be held some time in 1935. Britain 
feels this conference should be called 
by Washington. 
Japan ; last winter announced. her 
intention to abrogate the Washington 
treaty December 31, 1936, the earliest 
possible date. The only other general 
limitation, the London. pact, auto- 
matically ends on that date. Tokyo's 
action followed an unsucessful at- 
tempt at a London tri-power confere 
ence to have the 5-5-3 ratio of the 
. Washington treaty scrapped. 

Official circles said whether the 
preliminary conference would be held 
depends upon the outcome and speed 
of bilateral conversations England is 
to hold with France, Italy and Rus 
Sia, opening in September. 

Undeterred by events in Africa, 
Britain is determined to push for a 
naval agreement in 19335. London’s 
proposals were contained in notes sent 
France and Italy, copies of which 
were given the United States and

Should the powers indicate their 
approval, it was understood, formal 
invitations for specific dates will be 
issued later.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—(UP)— 
The shifting legislative situation had 
Wall Street guessing tonight despite 
a firm tone to stock prices. 

“What will happen to the tax bill 
with all of the riders and additions 
which have been tacked on?” Wall 
Street asked. The senate gave hope 
that a silver market might be reopen- 
ed here. The house tried to crush that 
hope. Tax exempt bonds in the future 
are in question. Conferees must decide 
on corporation, inheritance and in- 
come tax provisions. 

Ten too Wall Street—anxious to 
see the legislators go home—is won- 
dering how well based are predictions 
that adjournment may be taken soon.

COTTON CONSUMPTION 
INCREASED IN JULY 


Gains Over June and July 
of Last Year Reported 
by U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(4)— 
Cotton consumed during July was re- 
ported today by the census bureau to 
have totaled 391,771 bales of lint and 
62,137 bales of linters, compared with 
385.946 and 61,905 during June this 


year, and 359,951 and 63,484 during’ 


July last year. 

Cotton on hand July 31 was held 
as follows: 

In consuming establishments, 789,- 
373 bales of lint and 191,682 of lint- 


ers, compared with 882,947 and 206,- | 


121 on June 30 this year, and 1,227,- 
688 and 237,277 on July 31 last year. 

In publie storage and at compresses, 
5,739,197 bales of lint and 32,325 of 
linters, compared with 6,077,634 and 
35.423 on June 30 this year, and 
5,566,007 and 31,738 on July 31 last 
year. 

Imports during July totaled\ 6,707 
bales, compared with 6,403 for June 
this year, and 10,893 for July last 
year. 

Exports for July totaled 276,622 
bales of lint and 18,298 bales of lint- 
ers, compared with 344,955 and 19,- 
006 for June this year, and 305,820 
and 17,308 for July last year. 

Cotton spindles active during July 
numbered 22,312,384 compared with 
24,417,778 during June this year, and 
22 709,200 during July last year. 

Cotton consumed in cotton-growing 
states during July totaled 322,909 
bales, compared with 313,512 bales in 
July. this year, and 290,010 in July 
last year. 

Cotton on hand July 1 included: 

In consuming establishments in cot- 
ton-growing states, 596,575 bales, com- 
pared with 680,659 on June 30 this 
year, and 933,341 on July 1 last year. 


A nervous cotton market tried to cope 


with conflicting statements from offi- 
cial Washington on the government's 
loan policy today and wide price 
swings followed each prediction and 
its subsequent denial. Active months 
managed to hold half of the early 
gains and closed from 11 to 25 points 
higher. ' 

The trade was frankly bewildered 
today by the vacillation, predictions 
and prognostications it was forced to 
absorb. 

Early in the day, Senator Bank- 
head’s prediction that a loan an- 
nouncement would appear before the 
week ended was corroborated by oth- 
er senators. The market worked up 
to gains averaging $1.50 a bale. 

Then Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace is said to have refused any com- 
ment on the loan, while other high 
government officials predicted no loan 
until Monday, if then. The market 
lost most of its early gains. 

Increased Business Volume. 

Business increased in volume and 
it was one of the most active sessions 
in some time. October sold as high 
as 11.56 at one period and December 
was up te 11.43, but in the drop 
which followed the latest loan pre- 
diction, October sagged to finish at 
11.35, while December ended at 11.20, 
January at 11.17 and March at 11.13. 
Spots gained 50 cents a bale, middling 
selling at 11.65, New Orleans. 


Reports received here indicated that 
heavy pressure is being exerted against
